Overshadowing all of these is 
the problem of teachers. Their 
number is short today. How can 
the nation secure enough really 
capable teachers in the years 
ahead? 

From statistics researched by 
the Bureau of the Census, the 
Department of Commerce, Edu- 
cation and “private economists 
(based, too, on the numbers of 
children already born) we now 
know we must expand the total 
teaching force more in the next 
10 years than in the past 35. 
The decade ahead will require 
the recruitment of three new 
teachers for every two we now 
have.

The schools of the nation must 
find 16 new teachers between now 
and 1965 for every 10 teachers 
now on the job. (At the college 
level the problem is even more 
challenging.) 

What are the chances? 


Standards have risen. Forty- 
five states now require four 
years of college for high school 
teaching; and for elementary 
teaching in more than half. 


The output of college grad- 
uates is, therefore, the main 
source of new schoolteachers. 
It would take half of all college 
graduates over the next 10 years 
to meet our need for teachers. 

But, recently, we have been 
getting only one-fifth. There 
were, for example, 875,000 col- 
lege graduates, 1953-1955. Of 
these only 20 per cent entered 
teaching. When schools opened 
in September, 1955, the U.S. 
Office of Education estimated a 
shortage of more than 140,000 
qualified teachers. 

In data assembled by _ the 
Fund for the Advancement of 
Education (Bulletin No. 2— 
**Teachers for Tomorrow’’), ex- 
perts in education declared that 
in addition to the teachers we now 
have, the two main sources for 
new teachers are young people 
coming up through school and col- 
lege and the college-educated 
adults in the community. 

They established three ‘“‘es- 
sential conditions” for attract- 
ing and holding able people. 

1. The prestige and status of 
teaching must be comparable to 
other professions. 

2. The salary structure must 
be high enough and _ flexible 
enough to compete effectively 
with other fields. 

3. The teacher’s job must be 
so defined and organized as to 
challenge and utilize effectively 
the interest and ability of tal- 
ented people. 

It is often asserted that if all 
teaching salaries wexe raised 
enough the supply problem 
would be automatically solved. 


Error 


This is not true. 

The weakness of the typical 
salary structure in teaching is 
not simply that it is too low, but 
that it is too rigid. ... 

In many areas starting teach- 
ing salaries for young women 
college graduates are on a pari- 
ty with competing fields. (In 
general they are below parity 
for men.) But a talented young 
person, choosing a career, is 
likely to give greater weight to 
how far, and how fast, he can 
advance than to where he starts. 

National statistics demon- 
strate that the able college 
graduate who entered .a school 
system in 1954 would need 14 

years to earn a 67 per cent in- 
‘ crease. The same graduate, en- 
tering a large corporation, could 
count on a 99 per cent advance in 
five years. The harsh facts are 
that in teaching, unlike other 
professions, there are no out- 
standing rewards for the most 
Outstanding people.

The Labor Department 
Moves In On the State 


The United States Department of 
Labor will double the:size of its force of 
investigators in Georgia to enforce pro- 
visions of the new minimum wage law 
and because of alleged violations of child 
‘labor laws. 

. The $1 an hour minimum wage goes 
‘into effect next March 1. While there 
will be some painful adjustments to be 
‘made on the part of some traditionally 
low wage industries, the over-all effect 
‘should be excellent. Granted the con- 
tinuation of good business, buying power 
will be raised. And as sales go up, so 
will that important part of the state gov- 
ernment revenue based on the sales tax. 

Concerning violations of child labor 
laws, the fact that such statutes are being 
ignored to the extent the federal govern- 
claims will 


ment come as a shock to 
many. 
Labor department officials reported 


the majority of these violations occurred 
in the agricultural and forest products 
fields in rural areas and in the service 
‘industries in metropolitan sectors. These 
‘often are family enterprises, which brings 
‘up the painful old argument of govern- 
‘ment authority versus that of the head of 
‘the house. 

: In these days of free education, it is 
chard to understand the point of view of 
a parent who would keep a child home 
‘from school in order to earn a dollar or 
so. The sad fact, is. however, there are sc 
many instances of this sort of thing in 
Georgia that the labor department has 
seen fit to increase its force here in order 
to try to put a stop to it.

Force New Crops on Us 


- The sheep population of Georgia is 
increasing faster than that of the state’s 
urban centers on a percentage basis. 

* Pete DeLoach, sheep specialist of the 
‘College of Agriculture in Athens, has 
announced that the number of sheep in 
Georgia tripled in the last year. About 
200 more farmers are giving sheep 
@ try than were raising them a year ago. 
And approximately 20,000 well-bred ewes 


and 500 purebred rams arrived here for 
residence during the period. 

Mr. DeLoach expects the sheep popu- 
lation to double next year as experi- 
ments in raising them are perfected. In 
the past the Georgia climate was more 
encouraging to sheep parasites than to 
the sheep themselves, but advances in 
science and improved management prac- 
tices are taking care of that former han- 
dicap. 

Sheep are more than welcome, as they 
can provide a supplementary cash crop 
for many a Georgia farm. Under the al- 
lotment system, and the _ constantly 
shrinking number of acres that can be 
planted to the old money crops, Georgia 
farmers must look around for new sources 
of income. 

There's always a demand for lamb 
and wool, and Georgias long growing 
season gives it an advantage over other 
heep producing states.

The Old Okefenokee 


Needs Flameproofing 


Rep. Iris Blitch of Homerville will 
introduce a bill at the next session of 
Congress to save the Okefenokee both as 
a forest preserve and a swamp. 

The Blitch bill will ask $750,000 for 
fire control and other protective measures 
to keep the Okefenokee wet and un- 
burned. The fact that Okefenokee 1s not 
fireproof by nature is ironical, but 
Georgias prolonged drought has been so 
serious that a good part of the swamp 


was destroyed by flames last year. 
Georgias great swamp and wildlife 
refuge is a big tourist attraction and a

The Drum for Atlanta 


It is only 500 miles from Atlanta to 
the sea as the Chattahoochee and Apala- 
chicola flow, but it’s mighty rough going 
most of the way except for a sturdy 
bottomed bateau. 

However, the ranks of those who have 
been working for a navigable Chattahoo- 
chee and a port of Atlanta are increasing 
daily. The latest to join the group is 
U.S. Representative Bob Sikes of Flor- 
ida, who spoke at the annual Harbor Day 
celebration at Apalachicola. 

Mr. Sikes predicted that at the rate 
work is going forward on the Apalachi- 
cola, Flint and Chattahoochee Rivers, At- 
lanta’s chances of enjoying barge traffic 
and the advantages of water rates are ex- 
cellent. 

As indeed they are. 
found the project feasible from their 
standpoint in the 1870s, but for . years 
there was doubt concerning the economics 
of the project. 

There can be little doubt now, for At- 
lanta has become a center of heavy indus- 
try since World War II with atmost in- 
finite possibilities for waterborne com- 
merce. In this connection it should be 
noted that the Warrior-Tombigbee Rivers 
were made navigable to Birmingham be- 
fore 1900, and that that inland waterway 
now is one of the busiest in the land. 
Atlanta today certainly should be able 
to produce waterborne traffic equal to, 
if mot exceeding Birmingham’s.

Of the Expressway and Add fo Its Dangers 


Atlanta—The primary reason 
for constructing the expressway 
was to expedite the flow of traf- 
fic at the fastest speed consistent 
with safety. Those who find the 
90 mph. speed too great for their 
nerves should confine their travel 
to the egula traffi arteries 
maximum is 50 mph 
and leave the expressways to 
those willing to travel at a faster 
rate.

proved on the expressway. The 
inside lane (nearest the fence) 
should be for through traffic only, 
with a constant speed of 50 mph. 
being required—no more, no less. 
The outside lane should be used 
by those drivers who must use 
an exit before reaching the down- 
town or outlying termini and those 
drivers who wish to travel at a 
speed of less than 50 mph. How- 
ever, the minimum speed in the 
outside lane should not be 
than 3o mules an hour. Once an 
election has been made as to a 
lane of travel, it should be man- 
datory to remain in that lane 
until leaving the expressway. 

No law will correct mental in- 
stability or human selfishness, 
the primary cause of more than 
99 per cent of the accidents. This 
applies also to the slow driver 
who insists upon impeding traf- 
fic by driving on an expressway 
built to accommodate reasonable 
speed, and 50 mph. is reasonable 
for anyone capable of driving a 
car at any speed.

‘Cutthroat Political Scramble 


Makes a Victim of Adlav 


Adlai Stevenson, sensitive liberal, master of epigram and public 


soul-searcher, may be an anomaly in American politics. 


But what 


politics is currently doing to Stevenson is no anomaly. The last month 
has made, him the victim of a cutthroat scramble of party oppor- 


tunism. 
As long as it appeared President 


Eisenhower would run for a sec- 
ond term, his party seemed will- 
ing to offer Adlai on the altar of 


Democratic sacrifice. Against the 
magic Ike prestige, it was long 
odds that a Democrat could get 
into the White House. 

Since the President's illness, 
however, and the probability that 
he will not seek another term, 
Stevenson is not the fair-haired 
contender for ’56 honors he was 
six weeks ago. He is still a front 
runner, but presidential biddérs 
are crowding him heavily, and the 
backstretch is full of dark horses. 

One exception to the sudden out- 
cropping of Democratic candidates 
is Averell Harriman. Riding the 
Tammany Hall tiger, Gov. Harri- 
man of New York has been gun- 
ning for the nomination a long 
time. Like all others he is an un- 
announced candidate, and like 
most others he was nominally pro- 
Stevenson. But under the spear- 
head of Tammany’s Carmine De- 
Sapio, the Empire State camp 
made no benes about Harriman’s 
determined availability. 

It is a different story -with other 
Democratic chiefs, Senate Majori- 
ty Leader Lyndon Johnson, former- 
ly pro-Stevenson, has been pulling 
political wires from his conva- 
lescence couch in Texas. He ‘has 


been talking of an ‘“‘open conven- 
tion’’ and need for a ‘‘moderate’’ 
candidate, a description Southern 
Democrats never use for Adlai. 

Favorite sons are rising on al 
sides, including Missouri's Senator 
Symington. And out in Independ- 
ence, Harry S. Truman, no king- 
maker but a former campaigner 
for Stevenson, has veered uncer- 
tainly from Adlai’s corner. 

As a consequence Stevenson ad- 
visers have convinced him to enter 
preferential primaries in Califor- 
nia, Minnesota and probably sever- 
al other states—something he did 
not do at all four years ago. There 
is a peculiar fact about those pri- 
maries. If a candidate wins them, 
it does not mean he will be nomi- 
nated, as witness the short shrift 
given Estes Kefauver in 1952. But 
if a candidate loses, he is usually 
written off. 

But for Stevenson the prospect 
is unhappy, and the whole situation 
must pose a troubling quandary. 
He does not like primaries. He 
would rather fight ,principles in- 
stead of personalities—Republican 
principles. And he must feel a 
wry blight of ‘political realism.” 
It’s discomfiting to find one’s self 
good enough for a party sacrifice 
but not generally acceptable when 
the party thinks it has a: good 
chance to win.
